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"Those groat beasts which are four, are four kiiiRs, which shall 
arise out nf the earth. But thd Balntaof the mort High shall take 
tbe Kingdom, unit possess th« kingdom forever even forever am) 
ever." Dan, 7 ; 17, 18. 

The four beasts referred to in the text are de- 
scribed in the veiBCR. 3-7. 

For the exposition of these beasts we again in- 
troduce our authors and expositors. Hear them 
on the first beast, — verse 4. Notes on Daniel, 
page 290, "Now in regard to the application of 
this symbol, there can be but little difficulty, and 
there is almost no difference of opinion among ex 
positors. All or nearly all, agree that ii icier* to 
V thf Kingdom of Babylon, of which Nebtiohcdnezzar 
was the head anil to the gradual diminution i>f 
the ferocity of conquest under s succession of 
comparatively wi-ak princes." 

TnYn on Daniel, page, 147. The first beast ol 
this vision must, therefore, denote the same as the 
head of gold of the threat imag", namely, the king- 
dom of Babylon, and the other beasts the succeed- 
ing kingdoms us shown by that image." 

Second beast — verse & Notes on Dan., page 
293. 'The application of this symbol was not ex- 
pbmed by the angel to Daniel ; but if the former 
appertained to Babylon, there can be little difficul- 
ty in understanding to what this is to be applied. 
* It is evidently to that which succeeded the Baby- 
lonian the Medo Persian." 

Thoughts on Dan,, page 148, "The breast and 
arms of silver were inferior to the head of gold. 
The bear was interior lo the lion. Medo -Persia 
fell short of Babylon in wealth and magnificence, 
and the brilliancy of its career." 

Third beftat, verse 6. Notes on Dan., page 28ti, 
"If I his be so, then we naturally look for the ful- 
fillment of this symbol — the third head — in the 
kingdom or dynasty that followed directly that of 
Medo-Persh — the Macedonian dynasty or king- 
dom founded by Alexander the Great.'' 

Thoughts on Dan., page 149, "The third king- 
dom, Orcein, is n presented by this symbol * * *. 
Tlie conquest of Grccia especially under Alcxan- 
i der, for suddenness has no parallel in historic an- 
nals." 

Fourth beast, verse 7 — Notes on Daniel, page 
321, "The fourth kingdom symbolized by the 
fourth beast, is accurately represented by the Ha- 
inan power. This is title in regard lo the plage 
which that power won hi occupy in the history of 
the world, on the supposition that the first three 
referred to the Babylonian, the Medo- Persian, and 
the Macedonian." 

Thoughts on Dan., page 152, "How accurately 
Rome answered lo he division of the image! 
How accurately it answers to the beast before us." 

In the foregoing exposition the reader has now 
what almost every expositor of this prophesy will 
agree in. 

The. question that naturally arises now is, why 
does the prophet seemingly go over the same 
ground that he portrayed to us under the image of 
Chapter 2 V Answer while the prophet does go 
over the same thing in the principle yet he give» 
us quite different ideas under each which apply in 
some state of the fourth kingdom. 

There are some things given in tbe image that 
will not be found any where in prophesy until its 
fulfillment; so also under the fourth beast I here 
we learn many things not portrayed to us under 
v the image, or if it is, it is so difficult for us to 
make it out that we need to have it rehearsed 
again to make us understand. We might with 
about the same propriety ask why did the Lord 
give us different parables in the thirtieth chapter 
of Matthew when they all illustrated the same 
■ thing — the kingdom of heaven. 

Admitting now that our expositors are correct. 
we proceed to learn the instructions attended by 
those symbols. 

The ten horns on the fourth beast (verse 7) are 
significant of ten kings that shall arise out of the 
< Roman Empire. Verse 24. 

Tbe little horn spoken of in verses 8, 24, also is 
a power that shall arise among, and a little after, 
the teD horns but shall be diverse from them and 
is to subdue three of them. 

Question. Has ever any such things occurred 


in the Roman Empire? Yes, "Even the Ro- 
manists themselves admit ih it the Roman Empire 
was, by ik.-hiis ol ihe incursions of the Northern 
nations, dismembered into ten kingdoms ;" and 
they mention ihese names : 

1. O-trogoths. 2. Visigoth«, 3. Sueves, 4. Van- 
dais, 5. Franks, 6. Burgundians, 7. Heruli, 5. Sax- 
ons, 9. Huns, 10. Lombards. See notes on Ban., 
page 322. 

Respecting the littk- horn that "'came up among" 
and "afu-r them," expositors generally agree that 
it symbolized the rise of the Papacy. In speaking 
of the little horn, Notes on Dauiei, page 323, 
reads, "What could be more strikingly descriptive 
of the Papacy — as a power arising win n the 
great Roman autnority was broken to fragments, 
and distributed into a large number of sovi lign- 
ites." 

Thoughts on Daniel, page 153, "This little horn 
..i- we shall have occasion to notice more fully 
hereafter, was the Papacy." 

Tin re is also an agreement that the "lime, limes 
and the dividing of a time,"- — verse 25, imam- 
twelve hundred and sixty years. 

It is self evident that this expression means eitb- 
ei a day, a week, a month, or a year, or it means 
nothing more definite tc us as to the duration of 
the power of the little horn or Papacy than oui 
ability to ciplur out how long you and I will live 
when we attain to the knowledge that we will die 
in time. And if I he expression was not intended 
to convey to us some definite time why did the in- 
terpreter of Daniel's vision use this language so 
as to induce us to make a calculation of this tine? 
Instead of saying a time which would count one, 
times which would count two and dividing of a 
time which would count one-half, why did the an 
gel not say "they shall Im given into his hands for 
a time urfur limes" and make the impression that 
it might lie for a year or two, or three, or th.it 
generations, and even ages might pass away t hat 
this eleventh power should "speak great words 
against the most High and shall wt ar nut the 
saints of the most High." Hence it ma_j be eon 
eluded that ii means to convey d< finite lime, and 
when we compare the "seven limes" which passed 
over Ne bitched nczzar which, according to Jose 
pints, was seven years, — Dan,, 4 : 17, Zi, The day 
Jor a year Isah. 4 : G, Num. 1,1 : 34, ihe forty two 
month, Rev. 11 : 2 and 13 : 5, twelve hundred and 
sixty days, Rov, II : 3 and 12 : tj, and find that 
when the time, times and dividing of a time is 
counted for three years and a half and reduced lo 
days there is a correspondence in all of them. 
Then allowing, according to Ez". 4 : 17, 23 and 
lliat of Num. 14 : 34, a day for a year, will allow 
us to declare that the little horn "whose mouth 
spake very great things, whoso look was more 
stout than his fellows," should prevail lor twelve 
hundred and sixly years. 

Now for our time in these prophecies. This is 
the point we endeavored to trace. We certainly 
fall under these prophecies, for immediately after 
Daniel has described ihe beast ol the vision, he 
says, "I beheld till the thrones were cast down 
and the ancient of days did sit whose garment was 
white as snow and ihe hair of his head like the 
pure wool." 

Again he says in the 11th verse, "I beheld then 
because ©f the voice of the great words which the 
horn spake : 1 beheld even till the beast was slain 
and his body destroyed and given to the burning 
flame." 

The rest that followed is slated in verses IS, 27, 
that the "Kingdom under the whole heaven shall 
be given to the saints of the most High." The 
ancient of days has never vat sit in judgment for 
the thrones of this world are not, nor have ever all 
been thrown down ; neither has the kingdom under 
the whole heaven been given to the saints yet, 
which is the next thing to follow after the reign of 
the lour beasts. Notice the text. 

Should the thrones of this world begin to be 
threatened and to be east down and general disord- 
er prevail in the whole world and this fourth beast 
be slain and his body by war or riot be given to 
the burning flame we might then begin to con- 
clude that per hyps the ancient ot days is sitting in 
judgment But all of these things are in the fu- 
ture and this corroborates the idea in article No. 1, 


that the image has not yet bet n smitten upon the 
feel. Therefore our turns hie subjtel lo the 
prophesy of the loiirth kingdom. 

We arc inclined, as well as all generations pre- 
feeding ns, to look far into the future or far back 
into the past where the great changes have or are 
lo occur. But should we not look about us for we 
are likely witnessing some of t hi greatest changes 
that have ever been wrought in the world ? Why, 
look for a moment al the knowh dge 'ol arts in in- 
ventions in the last forty years. Why the world 
stood nearly six thousand years and hardly so 
much as even a crank to a wheel was invented ; 
but today, look at the mighty motions of steam 
machinery. The result of this great change which 
we have gently glided into in our time may yet 
play an important pari in the fulfillment ui proph- 
ecy. 

In the next will be noticed the division of the 
Roman Empire into ten parts and the uoming up 
of the little horn among those ten divisions and 
the addition of twelve hundred and sixty years.

This sketch of one ol t In- 
most useful of living men, and whose early death 
will be a loss to the world, is only one of thousand*, 
in the upper walks of life.
